INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT

MONDAY, SEPTEMBER 25, 1995 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

*** SAFETY COMES FIRST ON EVERY FIRE, EVERY TIME. ***

Current Situation: Moderate initial attack activity continued throughout the
U.S. over the weekend. Minor mobilization of resources to support Hurricane
Marilyn relief efforts continued through NICC.

Hurricane Marilyn Support:

A Type 1 Incident Management Team (0O"Bannon) is managing a receiving and
distribution center on St. Thomas. The Team reported that activity had slowed
slightly, but was expected to increase today. To date over 100,000 gallons of
water and 90 generators have been distributed.

A Type Il Incident Management Team (Kearney) 1is managing a receiving and
distribution center on St. Croix. The Team reports that activity has
increased. Road conditions and telephone service on the Island continue to
improve.

A State Incident Management Team (Hendricks) 1is managing a receiving and
distribution center at Roosevelt Roads Naval Air Station in Puerto Rico. The
Team has processed 1,641,557 pounds of relief supplies to date. Flights are
being restricted from 1200 to 1800 daily due to aircraft congestion and safety
concerns.

A NPS All Risk Management Team (Wissinger) continues to assess damages and
prioritize needs for generators and services for Park facilities on St. Thomas
and St. John.

KENAI FLOOD RESPONSE:

A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Liebersbach) was mobilized to Fort
Richardson in response to flooding in Anchorage, Seward and the Matanuska
Valley caused by Tropical Storm Oscar. No information received.

OUTLOOK: A very weak cold front will bring some clouds and a slight chance of
showers to Washington and Oregon. Dry and sunny conditions will persist over
the remainder of the West, except for the southern Rockies where wet
thunderstorms are likely. High temperatures will reach the 50°s to 70"s in the
Rocky Mountains. The Great Basin will have high temperatures in the 70"s and

80"s. The Pacific Northwest will have high temperatures in the 60"s and 70°s.
Seasonably warm weather will extend from the northern California valleys to the
desert Southwest where highs will range from the 80°"s to 105 degrees. The

Northeastern U.S. will have increasing clouds with rain approaching from the
southwest. Highs will range from 55 to 75 with east winds at 5-15 MPH. Minor
fire activity is expected to continue in most areas.
